My dear Mr President. 

I have great pleasure in informing you that the 
provincial Board of Health of Ontario purposes entering into 
an arrangement with the Antitoxin Laboratory whereby public 
health biological products shall be furnished free in Ontario. 

The Government will buy the products of the Laboratory, 
and arrange for their distribution free of charge. 

This will require an expenditure of possibly from 
twelve to fifteen thousand dollars a year by the Govermment, 
which amount will go to the support of the Antitoxin Laboratory. 

Ag you will see, this makes the Antitoxin Laboratory 
the official source of public health biological products in 
Ontariovand practically eliminates commercial firms, at 
present competing, in Ontario. This marks the second step in 
the plan I had in mind when I first undertook this work and 
its culmination at this early date is a source of considerable 
gratification: . 

I think we may look to the future with a reasonable 
certainty that the new stables and laboratories will have a 


definite place in the scheme of public health endeavors in 


Canada. 
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The details of the arrangement I am working out 
at present with Dr J.W.S.McCullough, Chief officer of Health. 
As soon as they assume tangible form I will submit them to

My dear wr Dean, 
With further reference to the question of the teaching 


of second year Bacteriology for the current Academic year in the 


Haculty of Medicines; I believe it will be necessary to adopt some such 
plan as I will outline hereafter. 

Dr Detweiler, should be given complete charge of 
Bacteriology for this year, and be authorized to give the laboratory 
and lecture courses. He should be relieved of all work in connection 
with the Research Fund for the months of January, February, March and 
April. During these four months hé should be paid out of the appropria- 
tion for Pathology and Bacteriology. In this way he might be given 
leave for four months by the Research Fund Committee for the purpose of 
taking charge of Dr Graham's work. He could then resume his work on 
the Research Fund after May lst next. 

Personally I find with my own teaching and that of 
Dr Amyot in the Department of Hygiene, that time would not allow of my 
undertaking still more teaching this year. Especially in view of the 
faét that the anette cin Laboratory and my military duties a¥so claim 


a considerable gortion of my time. TI am sure you will understand my 
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attitude in the matter, it is simply a question of lack of time, 
in which to undertake additional duties. 

I feel confident that Dr Detweiler will easily be 
able to undertake the work and carry it on most successfully if he 


is relieved of his present duties and provided with one part-time

eaching Assistant in addition to the Fellow in Pathology and 
Bacteriology.
